HE LARGEST single contribution so far made to the seveiity- 


five-nullidn-dollar fund which is being raised by the Baptists 


of this country, is said to be that of a Mississippi farmer. He gave 
the committee four hundred thousand dollars the other day, and 
didn't seeai to think that it had impoverished him, either. 


The farmer, living down in the Mississippi Delta, has made his 


money raising cotton. But he didn't raise the ordinary kind; years 
ago he got into his head that he could raise the long staple cotton 
which, it bad been supposed, could he grown only upon certain 
islands in the sea. And he succeeded. 
He gets from eighty-five 


cents to a dollar a pound for his cotton, while (.lie ordinary South- 
ern grades soil for something like thirty-five cents a pound—and 
it doesn't require a great deal more of effort to grow the long staple 
than it docs i.u produce tho eominoiicr grades. It docs require a cer- 
tain kind of earth, which lie possesses, but there arc many others 
in t h e neighborhood possessing f.h« same kind.
